Lynching Feared. 
He Claims 
Killing Was Accidental, 
In Anger 


VINELAND, N. J„ 
Octob er. 
18— 
Louis Lively, colored, who on June 
4 murdered Matilda Russo aged 7, and 
b uried her mutilated b ody in the cel­ 
lar of his East Moorestown, N. J., 
home, was captured early today, after 
he shot otie policeman and fired two 
b ullets at another, 
Asa Wilson, aged fifty, the wound­ 
ed policeman, is b elieved to b e dying. 
A b all entered his right chest and 
pierced a lung. 
Lively, who was a next door neigh­ 
b or of Michael Russo, father of the 
slain child confessed the crime. 
‘I killed her accidentally,” he cried 
in his cell in Vineland. ‘‘Then I 
b e­ 
came ipanic-s| ijicken. I hacked Her 
b ody to pieces so it would rot quickly. 
He sob b ed and held out his hands 
b eseechingly to Chief of Police Hud­ 
son. 
“I’ve told you all,” he pleaded. 
"Be 
fair to me. Shoot me or give me poi­ 
son. I want to kill myself, I kno w they 
will lynch me if they take me to Bur­ 
lington County . 
No, assault was committed on the 
child, the prisoner stressed to his cap­ 
tors. Doctors performing an autopsy 
found evidence that there had b een 
an assault. 
Within a few minutes after he had 
confessed he had slain Matilda b y hit­ 
ting her on the head with a piece of 
stove wood, he 
declared 
he 
would 
have committed another murder last 
night, if he had found a policeman in 
Bridgeton, N. J. 
He said he wanted to avenge an ar­ 
rest b y this officer several years ag o . 
Lively served three years in the 
Eastern Penitentiary for the murder 
of Ernest Lee Madden, a white man, 
during a quarrel in a house on Rod­ 
man street, near 13th, this city, in No­ 
vemb er, 19 17. He was released in Feb ­ 
ruary 19 20. 
He sub sequently had served eight 
years of a fourteen-year sentence in 
the State Penitentiary at Trenton on 
a statutory charge. 
“I didn’t mean to kill Matilda,” said 
Lively in his confession. “She was a 
playmate o' Rob ert, my seven-year-old 
son, who she named “Snowb all.” On 
the afternoon of June 4, she came in­ 
to my house. "Snowb all” was out. The 
child played around, and she threw 
things around. She smashed a dish. 
“I told her to stop. But she wouldn’t 
ob ey me. Then I grew' angry. I toid 
her if she didn’t b ehave herself I 
would punish her. I picked up a chunk 
of wood. 1 dont know what made me 
do it, b ut I threw it at her. 
‘‘It struck her on the head. She fell 
to the floor, after walking 
a few 
steps. Blood came from a gash 
o n her 
orehead. 1 didn’t think she was dead. 
1 got water and mapped off the b lood. 
She laid very still I tho ug h she was 
unconscious and w^ould revive. 
“A'ter I waited fifteen minutes, I 
b ecame frightened. I feared to call a 
doctor. I didn’t have nerve enough to 
go next door to tell Mrs. Russo when 
heard her calling to her children. 
“I finally b ecame desperate. I de­ 
cided to hide her b ody. I don’t know

The public health field is v ery broad and although medical training 
ia desirable for public health work, it is no longer adequate for a compre­ 
hension of the field of the public health worker. 
Many specialized fields, 
such as sanitary engineering, social economics, industrial 
welfare, and 
indeed certain of the medical sciences, such as bacteriology , 
physiology 
and zoology , are no longer primarily in the hands of graduates in medi­ 
cine. The practitioner of medicine himself should no longer imagine thn' 
he has v ested rights in the field of public health or. inde- d, th:d ' <* e-m 
hope to control it, ex cept in so far as his conception of the entire prob lem 
is larger than that of his non-medical colleagues. 


A thorough study of the ex tent of the field covered b v public health 
shows, as might be ex pected, that the art of public health lias o 
•< 
itself primarily with the prev ention of disease, but has b een somewhat 
remise in attacking the problems of v ice, delinquency , pov erty 
and ignor­ 
ance. 
It is foreseen that the scope of public health will dev elop alomj 
fiiese lines. 
The whole field of social economics has been notably neglected. 
In 
this connection the control of pov erty , the care of dependents, sonu 
aspects of city gov ernment and the labor problem may be mentioned. 
Further consideration of industrial hy giene seems important, not simply 
from the standpoint of occupational disease and its prev ention, but from 
the aspects of labor legislation and efficiency .
